Since  the  foregoing  list  was  printed,  J.  A.  Lewis  wrote  that  he 
does  not  sell  Wilcox  &  Co.'s  "Acidulated  Guano"  and  "Twice 
Pressed  Crude  Fish  Guano."  S.  A.  Munson,  that  he  erroneously 
reported  himself  as  agent  for  "  Double  Sulphate  of  Magnesia." 
E.  A.  Watrous,  that  he  sells  Chittenden's  Fine  Animal  Bone,  not 
as  a  fertilizer  but  as  chicken  feed.  G.  H.  Alford  wrote  that  Muri- 
ate of  Potash  was  not  sold  by  him.  C.  E.  Chapman,  that  he  has 
not  sold  and  will  not  sell  Bowker's  Ground  Bone.  J.  H.  Ives, 
that  he  does  not  sell  Baker's  Ground  Bone. 
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FERTILIZER  ANALYSES. 

Geotjnd  Bone. 
See  pp.  10  and  11. 

The  first  three  analyses  in  the  table,  Nos.  1185,  1237  and 
1246,  are  of  ground  steamed  bone,  from  which  the  nitrogenous 
matter,  grease  and  water  have  been  largely  removed,  leaving  the 
material  dry  and  fine.  They  contain  from  7  to  8  per  cent,  more 
phosphoric  acid  and  2^  per  cent,  less  nitrogen  than  raw  ground 
bone. 

Nos.  1146  and  1194  contain  a  considerable  amount  (about  40 
per  cent.)  of  water  and  are  sold  at  a  low  price  on  that  account. 

The  quoted  prices  of  The  Rogers  &  Hubbard  Go's  brands  of 
Bone  are  f.  o.  b,  at  Middletown  in  bbls.,  allowing  10  lbs.  tare  and 
no  charge  for  bbls.  The  prices  asked  by  J.  P.  Barstow  &  Co.,, 
Norwich,  were  $45  for  Bone  "  Meal "  and  $42  for  "  A  Fine." 

The  price  of  Peck  Brothers'  Pure  Ground  Bone  is  $35.00  at  the 
mill.  In  the  case  of  this  brand  as  well  as  of  some  others,  it  has- 
been  noticed  that  dealers'  retail  prices  were  sometimes  several 
dollars  per  ton  higher  than  the  retail  price  at  the  mill. 

Nos.  1238  and  1239  it  is  understood  are  not  brands  entered 
for  sale,  but  are  ground  and  mixed  to  make  the  "  Pure  Ground 
Bone,"  No.  1200. 

The  low  valuation  of  Quinnipiac  Bone  No.  1158  is  due  both  to 
the  small  amount  of  nitrogen  and  phosphoric  acid  in  it  and  also  to 
its  mechanical  condition.  More  than  -f  of  it  by  weight  is  in  pieces 
that  will  not  pass  a  ^  in.  mesh. 

Nos.  1241,  1242,  1240,  1145  and  1229  all  contain  very  con- 
siderable amounts  of  sand  and  other  worthless  matter  insoluble  in 
strong  acids.  "  Kitchen  Bones  "  gathered  by  bone-pickers  would 
naturally  have  some  sand  adhering  to  them  but  when  the  ground 
bone  contains  over  5  per  cent,  of  insoluble  matter  consisting  of 
sand,  soil,  coal-ashes  and  like  "  dirt,"  or  when  the  amount  of 
phosphoric  acid  falls  below  20  per  cent.,  there  is  reason  to  com- 
plain of  adulteration,  unless  as  in  the  case  of  Lister's  Ground 
Bone,  No.  1145,  the  guarantee  indicates  that  the  article  is  not 
pure  ground  bone. 

1229  is  a  sample  with  regard  to  which  conflicting  statements 
have  reached  the  Station.  The  sender  claims  to  have  sold  to  the 
grinder  "  7600  lbs.  of  pure  raw  Bone  at  one  cent  per  lb.,  with  the 
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agreement  that  he  would  take  1000  lbs.  of  ground  Bone  as  part- 
payment,  the  balance  to  be  cash."  The  sender  writes  that  the 
grinder  "makes  it  a  part  of  his  business  to  grind  and  sell  Bone  to 
the  farmers  of  this  vicinity."  He  also  writes,  "  The  price  I  paid 
for  the  ground  Bone  was  S35.00  per  ton." 

The  grinder  of  this  Bone,  in  verbal  statement,  was  understood 
to  say  on  the  other  hand,  tliat  he  does  "  not  sell  bone  but  grinds 
bone  for  those -who  bring  it,"  that  "  this  bone  was  brought  by  and 
ground  for  the  sender  of  the  sample,  and  that  it  was  so  very 
sandy  as  to  greatly  injvxre  the  mill." 

That  Bones  should  carry  so  much  as  one-third  their  weight  of 
sand,  coal,  and  coal-ashes  is  difficult  to  understand.  That  various 
matters  are  often  thrown  into  bone-mills  to  clear  the  grinding 
surfaces  is  well-known.  That  the  sample  1229  fairly  represents 
the  lot  from  which  it  was  taken  the  Station  cannot  assert.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  results  of  the  analysis  are  given  but  the 
names  of  the  parties  concerned  are  withheld. 

Messrs.  Peck  Brothers,  Northfield,  whose  Ground  Bone  was 
valued  in  1881  within  $0.76  and  in  1882  within  80.05  of  cost, 
consider  that  injustice  was  done  them  in  1883  when  their  Bone 
was  valued  at  $10.30  below  cost. 

In  explanation,  it  should  be  said,  that  in  1883  the  selling  price 
($40.00)  with  which  the  valuation  ($29.68)  was  compared,  was- 
the  bag-price  of  their  agent  at  Winsted  and  was  $5.00  more  than 
the  retail  price  at  the  mill  ($35.00).*  Messrs.  Peck  further 
believe  the  sample  of  1883,  having  ^  per  cent,  nitrogen  and  \\  per 
cent,  phosphoric  acid  less  than  their  former  average,  did  not  faii'ly 
represent  their  goods — was  either  too  small  or  not  carefully  taken. 
The  samples  1238  and  1239  sent  by  them  this  year,  were  lots  of 
25  lbs.  each  and  were  accompanied  with  Manufacturer's  affidavit. 
They  show  good  quality. 

When  the  Station  Agent  visited  Northfield  and  Oakville, 
Peck  Bros,  and  F.  C.  Slade  had  no  stock  on  hand.  Nos. 
1241  and  1240  were  large  samples  and  were  accompanied  by 
affidavit  of  Mr.  Churchill.

No.  1198  is  a  "manufacturer's  sample"  which  under  the  re- 
quirements of  the  fertilizer  law  is  deposited  at  the  Station  by  the 
manufacturer  with  a  statement  that  it  is  a  fair  average  sample  of 
the  brand. 

The  law  requires  this  Station  to  make  one  analysis  annually  of 
every  brand  sold  in  the  State  and  when  the  Station  agents  have 
not  found  the  goods  on  sale,  it  becomes  necessary  to  analyze  the 
sample  deposited  here  by  the  manufacturer.
